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In some jurisdictions, statutes have been enacted which require the execution of bills of sale in connection with the sale or transfer 
of motor vehicles.! Since such statutes are police measures and regulatory in character,” neither compliance nor noncompliance 


with their terms, although persuasive,” is regarded as conclusive of the question of title.* 


Where there is no statutory requirement that a bill of sale be executed in connection with the transfer of title to a motor vehicle, 


the absence of a bill of sale does not constitute evidence of nonownership.>
